Even then 
it seems necessary to include certain stamps which the collector could as well omit by discarding one or more of the 
pages in this Unit if he so desires, and yet have a thorough and complete representative collection of all distinct face 
different varieties. 


This Unit Number 7 has spaces for a total of 167 stamps which show the necessary stamps for a thorough repre- 
sentation of the 19th Century U. S. Postage Issues. Reissues, special printings and such things are omitted and a 
collector using these pages has an opportunity to obtain a complete collection of the stamps for which spaces are pro- 
vided. Even then, two full pages showing spaces for 21 stamps could be removed and still the collection will show a 
complete representation of 146 face different stamps of the 19th Century which are all possible to obtain without going 
into the fancy items that are usually seen only in specialized collections.

BEHIND THE EIGHT BALL 


Five years ago Linn’s Weekly 
Stamp News ran a five-year sub- 
scription campaign whereby we 
offered five years subscription for 
$1.00. At that time we had no 
difficulty with the P. O. depart- 
ment over such an offer, in other 
words, the offer was within the 
rulings of the Department in so 
far as we knew and the offer 
was continued without interrup- 
tion. 

Lately when we offered a sim- 
ilar subscription plan of five 
years for $1.00 we conceived the 
idea of giving to each of these 
subscribers a strip of four cou- 
pons which would be acceptable 
in the purchase of merchandise 
whereby the holder could buy a 
dollars worth of merchandise and 
use one of the coupons as 25c 
toward payment for the same. 

The Postoffice Department 
objected to this offer, claiming 
that we were giving a premium 
equal to the value of the sub- 
scription. We maintained that 
we were giving nothing, because 
the coupons were of no value 
unless the holder made a pur- 
chase and then the coupons were 
solely a discount on merchan- 
dise. Some persons holding 
these coupons never will redeem 
them and thus have had noth- 
ing for their coupons. After 
considerable correspondence with 
the Department, they won the 
argument because we cannot af- 
ford high priced lawyers to as- 
sert our claims and we shall 
have to bow to their decision 
regardless of all other matters. 
It so happens that there are a 
matter of 942 subscriptions in- 
volved which we shall have to 
cancel and adjust with the sub- 
scriber. Letters and plans for 
this action are being prepared. 

Then the O. Department 
goes further now, in a _ letter 
dated March Ist, and tells us 
that we cannot even offer five 
years for $1.00, but must charge 
a full 25¢ per year for all sub- 
scriptions, so that pending a final

decision on this matter our offer 
will not be printed again, altho 
we protest the ruling because 
the Postal Regulation sections 
which are pointed out to us in 
support of the ruling from the 
Department do not forbid our 
making such offer. 

Pending a final settlement with 
the Department we can only 
mark time and shall not make 
further offers of five years for 
$1.00. 

Due to some little things that 
have happened and shown up in 
this present controversy with the 
Department we are firmly of the 
belief that the whole matter has 
been stirred up and all the trou- 
ble for us caused by a complaint 
of some person who is probably 
a competitor. Certain little hap- 
penings which showed up so 
quickly at different times, have 
led us to believe that these mat- 
ters were called to the attention 
of the P. O. Department and 
were not a result of their own 
observations. 


In the meantime we are mak- 
ing other plans and hope to have 
all these matters straightened out 
and adjusted. 

While this seems like a little 
matter, it has caused our entire 
organization to be disrupted and 
upset, it has caused delay in all 
departments, delay in orders, 
delay in entering subscriptions 
and raised hell generally with all 
our plans. 

We hope that our subscribers 
will bear with us until all these 
matters are washed up and ad- 
justed to the satisfaction of all 
concerned. We mean to argue 
for our rights, but realize that 
when there are no certain defi- 
nite rulings as regards certain 
points that we can only be 
obliged to accept the rulings of 


the persons who are in a position 
to make such rulings. There 
is nothing in the Postal Regula- 
tions which forbid our offer of 
five years for $1.00 and we are 
only insisting that the Depart- 
ment cite their reason for telling 
us that we cannot make such an 
offer. The citation of the partic- 
ular sections and paragraphs 
which they base their rulings on 
do not back up their ruling. 


LINN’S BEST OF THREE 


We have before us a letter 
from a young dealer who started 
in business a year or more ago. 
He made an honest and sincere 
effort to do a legitimate business. 
He met difficulties in paying his 
advertising accounts with us and 
now has finally paid up in full. 
He states in a letter at hand that 
he is going to send out some 
statements and try to collect 
some accounts due him, indicat- 
ing that he has extended credit 
to persons who bought stamps 
which is one reason for his own 
difficulty in settling his own ac- 
counts. He states further that 
he hopes to get adjusted soon 
so he can advertise again. Here 
is a quotation from his letter— 
“but I think your paper was the 
best puller of business of all 
three papers I advertised in.” 





ENVELOPES GETTING 
POPULAR

Have you ever checked 
up on that point? 
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Why I Collect Canada 


TAMP collecting was first suggest- 
ed to me by my dad when I was 
but a tiny lad—as is so often the 
case. Unlike most fathers so sug- 

gesting, he was not himself a collector. 
When you know the genesis of my start- 
ing to collect perhaps you will get a dif- 
ferent slant on reasons which have moti- 
vated me though to date I have never 
sold a single stamp from my collection— 
unless I had a duplicate that appeared to 
be better to take its place! 

So at the outset let me make clear 
that profit-making surely is not a pre- 
dominating reason for collecting, and 
my collecting start goes back about 
forty years! For it was about forty 
years ago that my dad read in some 
newspaper of the sale of some enormous 
collection of stamps (common, garden 
varieties) for a goodly sum of money. 
As I think back now, he having passed 
on before I thought to check with him 
as to the news item, it was probably 
a “mission” collection or mixture such 
as some dealers offer today and which 
is, of course, the common thing abroad. 

Dad was the village postmaster; he 
also ran the country store there; acted 
as express agent, and railroad agent as 
well; consequently he got lots more mail 
than anyone else in the small village; 
and I saw a lot more stamps than any 
other kid in school. Thus my collection 
started, much as many another has done 
I presume. Quantity was the object. 
Each and every stamp I could wangle 
from anywhere was collected. Almost 
without exception they were one and 
two-cent U. S. stamps then current, with 
an occasional high value reaching 5 
cents or so! An uncle in China wrote 
now and then, that added a Chinese 
one to my collection. He attended a 
theological school in Toronto and doubt- 
less sent me my first Canadian stamp. 
Since soaking off stamps was not known, 
it was not long before my stamp “collec- 
tion” filled a shoe box. Putting an oc- 
casional China, or Canada stamp into 
that “mess” of current U. S. 1 and 2 
cent stamps did not seem “cricket” af- 
ter a short time. 

Reminiscent of Captain Healey’s re- 
cent stamp talks on the radio, I think, 
my first tiny stamp album came from 
sending in a number of soap wrappers. 
If memory serves aright though the 
brand of soap was “Bee” not “Ivory.” 
Be that as it may, I was on the road 
to being a full-fledged collector. I do

tightly; always knew of hinges, it seems. 
I got stamps on approval; began toa 
swap with other collectors by mail, and 
in due course subscribed for philatelic 
journals and even became a member of 
the A. P. S. I recall my number was 
3829. I don’t recall just when my first 
Scott Catalogue was bought—it may be 
the one lying before me, dated 1904— 
containing 702 pages and selling for 50 
cents! “Believe it or not,” today’s

All of this background is necessary to 
appreciate the swing to Canada, slow 
swing though it was. If any one word 
or thing had more to do with my con- 
centrating on Canada than anything else 
it was “Seebeck.” 

The approval sheets received were 
‘filled with ‘“Seebecks” in those days. 
Packets were littered wih them; dealers’ 
ads offering $00.00 catalogue value for 
10 cents. were almost all, it seemed, 
“Seebecks.” 

Right then and there crystallized in 
my mind—and remember by this time I 
had been collecting rather assiduously 
for several years—my own collecting 
creed: 

1. To’ collect only 
stamps, in the main. 

2. To collect only from countries who 
had good “philatelic manners.” 

3. To collect primarily for fun, but 
secondarily, being of Scotch ancestry, for 
possible profit. 

Not that I wrote the creed down, but 
I acted it out in my collecting. Unused 
or mint stamps seemed to me—always— 
like a piece of money which some coun- 


postally-used 





not recall that I ever stuck stamps down 


too often the unused one saw on ap- 
proval sheets in those days were “re- 
mainders” put upon the market through 
connivance of a postal official and a 
philatelic dealer. (They are yet, in 
many instances, I believe.) 

Countries with good philatelic man- 
ners, were those who issued postage 
stamps for postage—not for collectors. 
Who did not go in for remainders, or 
“overprints” to order, or for letting a 
sheet go through with an error on it 
when they knew of it,—perhaps making 
the error to “oblige a dealer-friend”. 

Inevitably as I progressed from the 
tiny album to larger printed ones; and 
then into blank loose-leaf albums, the 
yawning open spaces throughout appal- 
led. “Specialization” was the answer 
which suggested itself. But what coun- 
tries? My own seemed obvious—U. S. 
But the cost, the many varieties, to- 
gether negatived- that idea. One of the 
requisites of whatever country I set on 
was to have it “completable.” And com- 
pletable in my Scotch manner meant 
“within modest proportions from the 
cash standpoint.” 

About the time I was studying Ger- 
man and for a time leaned towards that 
country for specialization—this was dec- 
ades before the inflation issues became 
the nuisance, of course. 

Happening to take a vacation trip 
into Canada, my leanings were thrown 
in that direction. Returning home I 


took out my catalogue, (1904) and 
found: 

1. Canada had issued just 98 major 
varieties. 


2. Canada had two IMPOSSIBLES— 
so far as I was concerned—No. 3 12p 
black then priced at $400.00 (used), and 
No. 6, same denomination then priced 
at $500.00 used. 

3. That the total catalogue value aside 
from the two mentioned in No. 1, and 
not counting the new 1903 issues which 
were not priced postally used and worth 
only a few cents at most, was $135.62. 

4. That in only 19 years of the 53 
years Canada had been issuing stamps 
had there been any stamps issued, and 
frequently only one or two stamps as in 
1899 and 1901, for instance. 

5. That with the exception of the 
Jubilee issue of 1897—directly compar- 
able with recent Coronation flurry, of 
course Canada had never gone into many 
varieties in any one issue. 

6. That she had never been guilty of

nor any other bad philatelic manners. 
Studying further I found Scott priced 
these Canada stamps as follows: 
14 priced at 1 cent each 
-"* tem “ 
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Would that I could admit that 
I had stuck to my decision to concen- 
trate on Canada. I picked up at auction 
sales; from approvals offered and other- 
wise, Canadian items, but made no defi- 
nite drive to complete my “completable” 
country, for there was “always tomor- 
row” as the saying goes. 

One day considerable later rummag- 
ing in an old bookstore I came across 
“Stamps as an Investment” by R. D. 
MacGuffin. The little book interested me, 
and when glancing through it I saw he 
had done for many countries just what 
I had done many years prior for Can- 
ada, I bought it and rushed home to 
check up. 

Two or three excerpts from it will 
prove the wisdom of my original de- 
cision, and added to the regret which 
came from procrastination. On page 78, 
I read:

because it was not priced in 1891. Total 
yalue of the same stamps in 1926 was 
$415.05, an increase of $352.60, which is 
564 per cent.” On a subsequent re-check 
in 1935 the. same Canadian items had 
a catalogue value of $1,548.18. 

Without a desire to brag, but as proof 
that my kid conception was a good one, 
let me say that today my collection of 
Canada is approaching completion. I 
refer to major varieties only, for minor 
varieties is another of my minor pet 
peeves as a personal collector, but that 
as Kipling was wont to say “is another 
story.” I lack, in fact, seven stamps in- 
cluding of course numbers three and 
six which Scott now prints in italic type 
and adds these are but “tentative” 
prices. 

To be sure I collect other countries as 
they come to hand; and later specialized 
on another type of stamps, but I still 





“collect Canada,” for it is a joy to hunt 
the missing seven at auction sales, 
through want lists, and otherwise; al- 
ways confident I can read and under- 
stand what is on the stamp; even when 
the Canadian authorities slipped in the 
secret dates on the 1935 issues. 

For impeccable “philatelic manners” 
then I nominate our sister country of 
North America, CANADA. Furthermore, 
“when, as and if” I break up my col- 
lection I feel I can get “profits” in pro- 
portion to the time I acquired the va- 
rious items. 

As a current slogan, especially now our 
Mother Country seems to have “soured” 
—perhaps I should say “Farleyed”—a 
bit philatelically; I offer: ‘Collect 
Canada First.” 


New Japanese Stamp 


To meet the demand for a stamp to 
make the registered letter rate within 
the Japanese Empire, a new 14 sen ma- 
roon colored stamp of the design illus- 
trated was issued on February 11th. In 
the center of the stamp appears a view 





of the two-story gate of the Kasuga 
Shrine, Nara, including the hanging bells 
for which the gate is famous. This shrine 
was founded in 768 A. D. by the 
Fujiwara family as its tutelary shrine. 
It is known for the immense number of 
stone and bronze lanterns in the grounds 
and its sacred deer.

Stamps In The Sens 





On March 1st passed away the Italian 
whose fame is second perhaps only to 
that of Mussolini himself, Gabriele 
D’Annunzio, poet, and soldier. To col-

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U. S. NOTES 


Under this heading we will print notes on 
U. S. issues, past and present, and our read- 
ers are asked to submit interesting varieties or 
items. Be sure when requesting a reply to 
send a stamped envelope or card. Plate vari- 
eties will be listed but be sure the very 
minor spots, etc., are constant varieties be- 
fore sending them in for listing. If a vari- 
ety is identical on several sheets then it’s a 
safe assertion it’s constant. Commonly mis- 
taken for plate varieties are the white spots 
occurring frequently on the rotary press 
stamps in the solid colored portions of the 
stamp, these being ink varieties of no value 
and differing on every stamp. A plate variety is 
generally in the color of the stamp, rather 
than colorless. Any items of interest on U. 
S. are welcome. 








Something that very few U. S. col- 
lectors know, even those who are heavy 
purchasers at the stamp windows, are 
just what stamps comprise the current 
issue. By this, we do not mean stamps 
available at the Agency, but stamps 
which may be requisitioned by post- 
masters for sale at their offices. The 
Agency often has issues, particularly 
commemoratives, which postmasters may 
no longer requisition. In the belief such 
a list may be of interest, we print the 
list of stamps now currently being is- 
sued. 


Regular Postage: Vac, 1c, 1c, 2c, 3c, 
4c, Sc, 6c, 7c, 8c, 9c, 10c, lic, 12c, 13c, 
i4c, 15c, 17c, 20c, 25c, 30c; S50c, $1, $2 
and $5. All rotary press except the three 
dollar values. 


Booklets—1c, 2c, 3c stamps are issued 
in books selling at various prices, all be- 
ing the current rotary denominations 
printed from special size plates, the 
sheets cut into panes of 6 stamps. 


Coil Stamps—The regular denomina- 
tions of Ic, 1c, 2c, 3c, 4c, 5c, 6c, and 
10c are issued in sidewise coils. The 
four lower values are issued in endwise 
coils. Coils as large as 3,000 are man- 
ufactured, but generally coils of 500 and 
1,000 are supplied. These are all rotary 
productions. 


Special Delivery Stamps: 10c, 15c and 
20c. The 20c is flat plate, other two are 
rotaries. 


Special Handling Stamps: 10c, 15c and 
20c. All flat plate. 


Air Mail Stamps: 6c rotary (Globe); 
10c, 15c and 20c (map designs); 16c bi- 
colored special delivery-air mail; 20c and 
50c Trans-Pacific. All of these are flat 
plate except the 6c. 


Postage Due Stamps: Yc, 1c, 2c, 3c, 
Sc, 10c, 30c, 50c, $1, $5. All are of the 
last design (1930) and only the two 
highest values are flat plate. 


The following special issues remained 
available to postmaster as of Feb. 26th: 
all the Army and Navy stamps except 
the 2c; 3c Texas, 3c Susan B. Anthony, 
3c Ordinance of 1787, 5c Virginia Dare, 
3c Constitution, the four 3c Territorials.

Stamped Envelopes: 

These are the most complicated of all 
current U. S. issues. Though the De- 
partment has beeen gradually simplifying 
the issuing of envelopes, discontinuing 
many little used varieties, there are still 
more than enough to delight the special- 
ist and enough to dismay the average 
collector. Eight different stamps, six dif- 
ferent envelope sizes, two grades of 
paper, two kinds of envelopes and three 
colors of envelopes make a great va- 
riety though only the 2c and 3c de- 
nominations are issued in all the varie- 
ties these make possible. On sale at 
stamp windows are only the varieties on 
Extra Quality paper as a general rule. 
Those on Standard Quality paper may 
be purchased only in quantities of 250 or 
multiples. 

The envelope sizes are as follows: 
No. 5 3'4x6%s inches, No. 6 354x85% 
inches, No. 7 374x874, No. 9 434x10%, 
No. 8 4%x9l%4, No. 13 334x634. En- 
velopes are made in three styles, Extra 
Quality Paper (std. 28 lb. bond stock 
with 50% rag content), Standard Qual- 
ity (24 lb. bond sulphite stock) and 
window envelopes of one grade only. 
Extra Quality and Standard Quality en- 
velopes are made in sizes, 5, 7, 8, 9, and 
13. Window Envelopes are not made in 
size 9 but are made in size 6 in addition 
to sizes 5, 7, 8 and 13. All envelopes 
except the 6c airmail may be ordered in 
white, amber or blue. 


The 1c and 1%c stamped envelopes 
are supplied in all the above sizes and 
papers except No. 7 and No. 9 both 
Standard and Extra Quality, and sizes 6 
and 7 Window. The 4c and 6c are is- 
sued only in Extra Quality of sizes 7, 8 
and 9. The 5c is issued only in Extra 
Quality of sizes 5 and 8. The 6c airmail 
is issued in white only, checkerboard 
border, in sizes 8 and 13. The Ic is the 
only denomination supplied precancelled, 
these in sizes 5, 8, and 13, in all three 
colors of paper. Altogether, omitting the 
precancels (which are on regular varie- 





ties) there are a total of 170 different 
stamped envelopes current if all sizes 
and papers are taken into consideration. 
Or a total of 22 varieties as cut squares 
if we omit separating the Extra and 
Standard grades of paper and class them 
as one, as do Scott’s, classing as varie- 
ties only the colors of the paper, white, 
amber and blue. 





Several things to point out in con- 
nection with this list is that the 25c 
Trans-Pacific is now only an Agency 
item, while the map type airmails are 
not the obsolete issues many collectors 
believe them. The fact that no more of 
the 2c Army and Navy are available to 
postmasters indicates that these may go 
off agency sale too at any time. 





Those of you who wonder if the Ic 
594 is really a much sought for stamp, 
can be re-assured, as the copy selling at 
the recent Uptown Stamp Co. auction 
for $138 was handicapped with perfo- 
rated initials in addition to thinspot and 
offcentering. 





How many collectors have realized 
that the U. S. at the Philatelic Agency 
still sells a stamp which cannot be used 
for the full amount of its face value? 
This is the 25c green Special Handling. 
Originally there was only one rate for 
handling parcels as first-class mail—25c, 
but in 1928 the rate was reduced so that 
the highest charge for this service was 
20c. The 25c was then withdrawn from 
post offices, but supplies have been suf- 
ficient so far to meet all collector’s re- 
quirements though ten years or more 
have passed since the last printing.

UNIVERSAL STYLES. 


I have talked about U-121, U-10 etc. 
often in these columns but of course we 
have never illustrated those styles for 
several reasons. It would cost consider- 
able and we would have to get permis- 
sion of the copyright owners, who are 
The Hoover Bros. of New York. This 
would be imposing on their good nature 
too much to ask them for such a favor 
since they have prepared for really in- 
terested collectors a booklet illustrating 
such types, and at a very nominal fee. 
Hoovers also have a permanent exhibit 
of the U-types which they made up pur- 
posely for loan to local clubs for exhi- 
bitions. Fearing that there would not be 
time enough to get the exhibit to Co- 
lumbus for the March show, I attempted 
to make up a chart of my own showing 
an example of each U-type, and did I 
have fun. I very near wore out the pages 
of my albums searching for some of the 
types. U-81 was the one that was last 
filled, U-80 was next hardest to find, 
U-68 and U-69 next in line. My work on 
making up this exhibit leads me to be- 
lieve that several of these U-types could 
be dropped without affecting the effi- 
ciency of the Universal Style system.

Well, when the rate for 
certain classes of advertising was raised 
to 144c it was necessary to issue a Yc 
stamp to help use up the large supplies 
of lc stamps that were in the hands of 
mailers, also the triple rate of 14%c would 
be 44%4c and could only be made with 
three 114c stamps or with the other low 
values and a 4c stamp. In the reducing 
of certain classes of advertising back to 
the lc rate mailers used up big supplies 
of the halves and found to their amaze- 
ment that two half cent stamps had more 
drawing power and brought more atten- 
tion to their mailing pieces than did the 
Same piece with the ordinary one cent 
stamp on it. So besides the need for 
making up the odd split cent postage 
there is also a PSYCHOLOGICAL need 
now for the lowly half cent stamp.

In the week’s mail were 
two letters which call, we 
think, for comment here. 
They are equalled by others of the same 
classification which also arrive every 
week. One was a letter from the St. 
Joseph, Mo., Chamber of Commerce 
setting forth their reasons why a stamp 
should be issued to commemorate the 
centenary of the so-called Platte Pur- 
chase. The other was a three-page epis- 
tle reviewing the life of Wladzimierz B. 
Krzyzanowski, who rose to the brevet 
rank of brigadier-general in our Civil 
War, the rank not being confirmed until 
after the war was over. General K. was 
Polish and Polish societies are petition- 
ing for a commemorative stamp pictur- 
ing the General. 

After reading these two letters and 
many similar ones it is our conclusion 
that we collectors are lucky there are 
not two or three times as many com- 
memoratives as there are now, mostly

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trivial. Take General K. (and certainly 
we do not mean to belittle a good of- 
ficer) who even though an efficient com- 
mander, was just one among thousands 
of equally gifted officers. He won no 
battles for the United States, taking 
part in the battles of Chancellorsville, 
Bull Run and Gettysburg, none of which 
were decisive victories for the Federal 
government. When it is considered that 
Ohio alone had over 300 generals in the 
field during the late unpleasantness, 
many of them very distinguished, the 
cause for K.’s_ postal portraiture is 
rather weakened. And we shove forward 
none of the 300 plus for stamp illustra- 
tions. Because General K. was Polish is 
no reason in itself for putting his por- 
trait on a stamp. The Polish people 
have been high in our best class of immi- 
grants for many years, but surely even 
they realize the lack of perspective in 
requesting every Pole who gained even 
a little fame to be placed on a stamp. 
The nationality has already been sig- 
nally honored with two stamps, those 
for Pulaski and Kosciuszko, and while 
they were distinguished officers they had 
many equally distinguished contempo- 
raries who have never appeared postally. 
Of the 12 Revolutionary officers on our 
stamps, five were foreign born, Poland 
and France having two each. Since 
France saved the day more than once 
with its fleets and armies, it would ap- 
pear that Poland has done very well for 
itself on U. S. stamps. These patriotic 
groups’ motives are sincere and they 
mean well, but sometimes they do not 
notice it even when their efforts bring 
results. A year or more after the Kos- 
ciuszko stamp appeared, out came a re- 
quest for: “a stamp to commemorate 
General Kosciuszko!” 

Now regarding this Platte Purchase 
proposal. Here are the reasons given for 
—s being eligible for a commemorative: 

“Added thousands of acres of Amer- 
ica’e richest lands to the State of Mis- 
souri.” 2. “The peculiar form of loess 
soil in the territory makes possible the 
raising of an untold variety of crops 
noted for their fine quality.” 3. Missouri 
has not had a stamp since the 1904 St. 
Louis set. 4. Marks a real landmark in 
Missouri’s history. Note that all of these 
emphasize the importance to Missouri of 
the event—no claim being made to im- 
portance to the United States. We don’t 
include state governors in our stamp por- 
traits, so why should we commemorate 
the addition of some counties to a state? 

The groups requesting stamps forget 
that the Post Office Department is a 
national institution, not a state institu- 
tion. If we start commemorating hap- 
penings of importance only to the indi- 
vidual 48 states, there will be no end to 
such a series. Then, too, we gather that 
our land treaties, cessions, steals (or

ELEVENTH PRESIDENT—1845-1849 


Born November 2, 1795, in Mecklen- 
burg County, North Carolina. Died June 
15, 1849, at Nashville, Tenn. In 1820 
Polk was admitted to the bar and for the 
balance of his life was prominent in 
politics. Having lived in Tennessee since 
1806 he is generally considered as one 
of that state’s most famous politicians. 
In 1823 he was elected to the state legis- 
lature and in 1825 to Congress, serving 
as Speaker for two terms. A loyal sup- 
porter of Jackson and Van Buren he was 
the candidate of their party for Presi- 
dent in the election of 1844, as Van 
Buren was so unpopular that he had 
little chance of being re-elected. Polk’s 
last public office before his election to 
the presidency was his serving a term 
as Governor of Tennessee from 1839 to 
1841. Polk is one of the least known of 
the former Presidents, though a number 
of events during his term were of great 
importance to the country. Perhaps this 
is due to Polk’s own unassuming manner 
and his habit of remaining in the back- 
ground in controversial matters. During 
his term occurred the war with Mexico, 
resulting in the acquisition of California 
and New Mexico. The dispute with Eng- 
land over Oregon was settled peaceably, 
in contrast to the Mexican War over a 
similar boundary dispute. The only blot 
on the Polk administration was the at- 
tempt to have the unscrupulous Mexican 
general, Santa Anna, treacherously turn 
over Mexican territory. This scheme was 
discovered by the Mexican Government, 
so the war of 1847 was brought on 
achieving the same results. Being liter- 
ally one of the forgotten Presidents, it is 
not surprising that Polk has never ap- 
peared on our stamps. He is the only 
“War President” in our history not to 
have been postally honored. The Mexi- 
can War made Generals Scott and Tay- 
lor national heroes, the former being a 
candidate for the Presidency in 1852 
and the latter being elected Polk’s suc- 
cessor. During Polk’s term our first post- 


age stamps were issued, but his ad minis~ 


tration did so reluctantly.

Those Gilbert Cuiewadiean 
Covers 


Replying to a request for information 
regarding some questionable covers with 
Gilbert and Ellice Island’s Coronation 
stamps, the Chief Postmaster of the 
Islands wrote as follows to the Austral- 
ian Stamp Monthly: 

“The cancellation in question appears 
to have been effected with a rubber 
stamp and is probably a forgery. In the 
absence of more definite proof, how- 
ever, the local postal authorities are not 
prepared to go further than to state that 
if the cancellation was, in fact, made 
with a rubber stamp it must undoubt- 
edly be a forgery in that only metal 
cancelling stamps are used in the Post 
Office at Ocean Island.” 

He further stated that about 5,500 
first day covers (May 12) passed 
through the Ocean Island post office 
with complete sets of the issue and that 
none of the other post offices had any 
Coronations until weeks later.

Australian Error Discovered 
25 Years After Issue 


The Australian Stamp Monthly re- 
ports the discovery of a new “major va- 
riety” on the 2'%4d of the 1913 issue 
(Scott’s No. 4). A pair of these stamps 
on a piece of original cover at this late 
date have been noted to have been 
printed on the gummed side of the 
paper (over the gum). The cancellation 
on the pair indicated they were used 
March 5th, 1913, at Sydney.

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In a previous issue I reported coun- 
terfeit stamps being seen all over Eu- 
rope, viz: White Plains Exhibition 
sheets and Tipex. I have now learned 
through Mr. Herman Herst that these 
stamps were printed with the idea of 
never being sold as stamps. In Europe 
the White Plains sheet sells anywhere 
from $7.00 to $13.00, therefore these 
fakes were used for window and counter 
displays so that sunlight and weather 
should not damage the original stamp. 
These fakes were only sold in quantities 
of one to a dealer. 





Since the new postal regulation con- 
cerning the reproducing of United States 
stamps in black and white, copies of 
rare and famous stamps are being seen 
all over New York. One stamp dealer on 
Nassau St. has the walls of his office 
covered completely with these black and 
white reproductions, and believe me 
when I say it is as fine a collection of 
stamps I have ever seen. 





It seems that more and more specu- 
lators are leaving the stamp business, 
another quantity of recent commemora- 
tive stamps have been dumped on the 
market below face.

ing that if they buy at face value they 
can’t possibly lose. The trouble with 
that idea seems to be that the quantity 
put away far exceeded the demands, re- 
sult being dumping, usually involving a 
loss. On the other hand, if it weren’t 
for the foresight of the speculator we 
wouldn’t have such fine items as Colum- 
bians, Louisiana Purchase, Zeppelins, 
etc., in complete sheets as we now have. 





Business has been reported to be 
picking up here in New York, most 
dealers claim it is their best week this 
month. Of course the fastest moving 
items are new issues, such as the new 
Ecuador Constitution series which has 
proven more popular than anticipated. 
The Guatemala Constitution stamps are 
also very popular. It seems even non- 
collectors are buying these stamps. Per- 
haps it is their patriotic spirit or just the 
desire to have souvenirs of stamps is- 
sued by other countries honoring our 
Constitution and seeing the first living 
President ever to appear on a stamp. 





Paul Bluss, a New York auctioneer, 
has received a very fine specialized 
Danish collection. This collection con- 
tains many early proofs and cancellations, 
and will be up for auction the latter 
part of March. 





The Uptown Stamp Co. in their March 
11 and 12 auction sale have several un- 
usual items. A new variety of a United 
States stamp was discovered. This was 
checked and written up by Mr. Max 
Johl. The stamp is the 1c perforated 11x 
11 similar to 545, but with the dimen- 
sions of 543. There are at this writing 10 
known copies, this is avowed to be one 
of the rarest 20th Century U. S. Uptown 
is selling two copies of this stamp. It 
will be very interesting to know what 
price these stamps will bring. 

Another unusual item Uptown has for 
sale is an uncut sheet of No. 2634. 
This is the two cent envelope stamp. 
The sheet measures 34x27 inches and is 
watermarked U. S. 1907. This is the first 
time I have ever seen an envelope stamp 
in sheet form.

Teddy Bear Stamp Unpopular 


Australia’s new 4 pence stamp issued 
February ist portraying a Koala bear 
has been severely criticised. Artists took 
the lead in criticism. The Director of 
the Adelaide Art Gallery said “ ... it 
is a thoroughly commonplace, dull stamp, 
and carries on the reputation Australia 
has gained for totally undistinguished 
productions.” An artist went much fur- 
ther: “Like other recent Australian 
stamps, the new issue would surely rank 
among the world’s worst.” 

The Australian postmaster-general is 
planning a series of stamps depicting 
Australia’s scenic beauty. These would 
be six in number, one for each state. 
Well-known artists commented rather 
unfavorably on the idea, one stating “a 
decent scene could not be placed on a 
postage stamp” and another that “any 
merit in a scenic design on a stamp 
would be on the order of that contained 
in an engraving of the National Anthem 
on a 3d piece.”
